RESIDENCE ON EAST MUI PART­ 
IALLY DESTROYED BY FIRE. 
FIRE ROYS DO GOOD WORK 


About 9:30 Saturday evening Ollie 
Lancaster’s home on East 16th street 
was partially destroyed by fire.

The tents have a seating ca­ 
pacity of%20,000. A large number of 
praise and song meetings, conferences 
and celebrations have been arranged 
for in the various Protestant churches 
which will include addresses on a va­ 
riety of Christian Endeavor topics. 
There will be little routine business 
to transact during the convention. 
Only one actual business session will 
be beld. This will be the annual busi­ 
ness meeting of the United Society of 
the Christian Endeavor Corporation 
and will be occupied with the annual 
reports of officers and business agents 
and the election of officers and trus­ 
tees for the ensuing year. 
The general sessions of the conven­ 
tion will be presided over by the Rev.

bill, appropriating $25,000 for ex­ 
penses of the legislature, became a 
law without the governor’s signature; 
since in the accumulation upon his 
desk it was overlooked. 
The redistricting bill makes eight 
Congressional Districts, all Democrat­ 
ic save one, that lying in the north­ 
west which is republican. The Okla­ 
homa City district, figured as a demo­ 
cratic district, la believed to be doubt­ 
ful. 
The general revenue measure lays 
a grots production tax against coal 
mined of one-half of I per cent; 
against oil and gas of three-fonrths 
of I per cent, and 4 per cent against 
the gross receipts of telegraph and ex 
press companies. The act also provid­ 
ed for a graduated land *tax. Before 
approving the bill the governor sent 
it to the Attorney General 
for an 
opinion as to whether its terms would 
conflict with the stare’s right to tax 
oil and gas leases. The department 
said it would not. Gov. Cruce also ask­ 
ed whether he could veto the grad­ 
uated land tax section, which was a 
separate phase of the act. The At­ 
torney General replied that the bill 
was a unit, and features of it could 
not be vetoed, as is allowed in pass­ 
ing upon appropriation bills. The act 
does not carry the emergency clause, 
and will go into effect Oct. 3 with 
other nonemergency measures of the 
special session. 
The general read bill which Gov. 
Cruce vetoed had for one of its chief 
features the abolishment of the office 
of state Highway Commissioner, now 
occu; iei by Sidney Suggs of Ard­ 
more.

them into a single system. Physical 
connection in the case of 
telephone 
or telegraph does not moan transfer 
of messages from one line to the oth­ 
er. It means such a connection as 
will perm it one person to have the 
actual possession of the particular 


ence of the public as a whole, and that 
no such center can prosper without 
sufficient and efficient means of inter­ 
course with other centers and tribu­ 
tary territories, that such means can 
only be afforded by prosperous utility 
and service companies and that fair 
rates are essential to prosperous com­ 
panies. We do not believe that any 
public either desires or can obtain nor 
can any service or utility furnish, per 
inanent and efficient service at less 
than cost, including capital' charges. 
We believe that ultimately the public 
either directly or indirectly pays the 
losses involved in the efforts to furn­ 
ish such service at less than its fair 
cost, either through the loss of the 
capital involved, the losses incident 
to poor service or the necessary in­ 
crease in charges required to pay for 
duplication of capital. 
We believe that the highest com­ 
mercial value of the telephone ser­ 
vice depends on its completeness—on 
the extent and comprehensiveness of 
the facilities for intercommunication, 
not only between individuals but be­ 
tween centers of population; that no 
isolated section can be considered in­ 
dependently of any other section or 
of the whole; that rates must be so 
adjusted as to make it possible to ob­ 
tain the maximum development by 
making it possible for every one to 
be connected who will add to the val­ 
ue of the system, thus giving the 
greatest value to the greatest num­ 
ber; that the interdependence of the 
telephone service and the value of 
complete 
and 
universal 
intercom ­ 
munication justify and require some 
services partly at the expense of the 
whole for the benefit of the whole. 
W e believe that this highest com­ 
mercial value can only be attained by 
one system under one common con­ 
trol and that it nannot be given by 
independent systems ‘ Unless they ace 
operated under agreements which re­ 
sult in one common control and one

We believe that rates should be 
so adjusted as to afford the company

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The Hague, Aug. 20.—The capital 
of the Netherlands has put on holi­ 
day attire in honor of the great gath­ 
ering of peace advocates that is to 
hold forth here during the next two 
weeks. The flags of all civilized na­ 
tions are to be seen flying over the 
notels and legations clustered about 
the two principal squares, while the 
hotels facing the sea. at Scheveningen 
with their multi-colored banners snap 
ping in the breeze, form a stirring pie 
ture. The delegates of 
the 
various 
countries are arriving here by every 
train, and the city is beginning to 
buzz with animation. 
'After two days of preliminary work 
the twentieth meeting of the Interna­ 
tional Peace Congress was formally 
opened today. The American Peace 
Society is represented at the meeting 
by a distinguished delegation head­ 
ed by Or. David Starr Jordan, presi­ 
dent of Leland Stanford University. 
At the conclusion of the sessions the 
latter part of next week the dele­ 
gates will participate in the elabor­ 
ate ceremonies attending the dedica­ 
tion of the Palace of Peace, which is 
to be the permanent home of the in­ 
ternational arbitration tribunal. An­ 
drew Carnegie, who donated the mon­ 
ey for the erection of the building, 
will be present at the dedication. 
The week following the dedication 
of the Palace of Peace will be giv­ 
en over to the seventeenth confer­ 
ence of the Interparliamentary Union 
This organization, which was founded 
in 1887, alms to perform 
the 
same 
functions in the way of international 
parliamentary action as The Hague 
tribunal is now performing for the 
executive branches of 
the 
govern 
ments of the world. Its membership 
is^ confined to actual members of the 
legislative bodies of the various na­ 
tions.
